No effort is spared to maintain the 
high standards of every rod of fencing that leaves our factory. 

Note the continuous mov- 
ing floor at the left on which the wire is brought up from the 
storage rooms. From the moving floor it is transferred without 
any lost motion to the reels which feed it to the giant weaving 
machines. By eliminating every needless step and by using 
every possible time and labor-saving device the Peerless fac- 
tories have achieved a degree of efficiency that cuts every last 
possible penny from Peerless prices.

ng busines and his profit, you 
can readily see that by the 
time the fence reaches 
you, you have to pay a 
great deal more for it 
than the price at which 
it left the factory. 

But all these added 
costs are swept away 
in one stroke by the 
Peerless Factory - to - 
Farm plan. And the 
tremendous savings 
thus effected are yours.

Bear in mind that

every effort is also made to add to its quality. 
Measure Cost by Years of Service 

Therefore, while we welcome comparison 
of Peerless prices with the prices 
of other makes of fencing, do not 
think that because Peerless prices 
are so low, the quality must be low, 
too. Bear in mind that Peerless 
Fence is not manufactured on a 
cheap-price basis. That kind of fenc- 
ing is really the most expensive in 
the world. The only way to measure 
the cost of fencing is in terms 
of service, and no fencing is 
cheap if it does not give satis- 
factory service. The deprecia- 
tion charges of a short-Hved 
fence and the repair expense 
soon eat up more than the sav- 
ing on the initial price. In fact, 
if you had to choose between 
good fencing at a high price 
and poor fencing at a low 
price, it would be cheap- 
er in the long run to pay 
the higher price. 

But you do not have to 
choose between quality 
and price when you get 
Peerless Fence, fo r it 
represents an unbeatable 
combination of both 
high quality and low 
price. 
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How to Judge Fence 

Let us now examine more closely some of the 
details of the material and construction of Peerless 
Fence and see just what the outstand-^ig features of 
its superiority are. First consider the material used. 

Basic Open-Hearth Steel— The Best for Wire Fence 

If you are familiar with the different processes 
used in the production of steel, you know that there 
are three principal methods of re- 
fining the raw pig iron. 

The most common is the Bes- 
semer process, ^ftcr the rolls of 
fence come from 
the looms and 
pass over the 
scales where they 
are double- 
checked as to 
length, they move 
on to a traveling 



which is the cheap- 
est and quickest, 
and is entirely 
satisfactory for 
many commercial 
purposes. Then 
there are the Com- 
mon Open - Hearth 
and the Basic Open 
Hearth processes. 

Bessemer and 
Common Open- 
Hearth Steel con- 
tain comparatively 
high percentages of 
phosphorus, sili- 
con, manganese, 
sulphur and other 
impurities. 

On the other 
hand, there is no 
question about the 
superiority of Basic 
Open-Hearth steel 
for wire fencing. In 
the first place it is 
much more free 
from impurities 
than the others. The car- 
bon has been burned out, 
and impurities, such as 
phosphorus and silicon, 
which are acid-forming 
elements, have been re- 
moved by absorption in- 
to the basic lining of the 
furnaces in which the 
pig iron is melted. 

The advantages 
of Basic Open-Hearth 
wire for fencing lie in 
its wonderful strength, 
toughness and durability. 
Treated with just the 
right amount of pure 
carbon it is given suffi- 
cient spring and elastic- 
ity without the brittle- 



floor that carries 
them up into stor- 
age.

Its great 
strength is proven 
by the fact that in 
actual test it shows 
just twice the power 
to resist breaking- 
strain as ordinary 
wire of exactly the 
same size.

The Peerless Process of 
Old-Time Extra-Heavy- 
Galvanizing 

The second big point 
and in* many ways the 
most important point of 
all, is GALVANIZING. 
Let us see just how 
Peerless fence is galva- 
nized and why this galva- 
nizing is so far superior 
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to ordinary galvanizing that there is really 
no comparison. Galvanizing can make all the 
difference in the world in the life of a fence 
and it is in the Peerless method of galvaniz- 
ing that we find the secret of its ability to 
stand up like new, year after year, long after 
other fences have rusted away. 

A s everyone 
knows, the great- 
est destroyer of 
fencing is rust. 
And the only 
protection 
against rust is 
galvanizing. In 
this respect, 
therefore, a fence 
is no better than 
its galvanizing. 

Not a Galvaniz- 
ing "Wash" 

Now you can- 
not tell very 
much about the 
galvanizing of a 
fence by looking 
at it when it is. 
new. But when 
you see rust 
spots begin to 
appear after a 
fence has been 
exposed to the 
weather for a 
time, then you 
know that the 
galvanizing was little 
more than a disguise, 
really a galvanizing 
"wash," put on more to 
give the appearance of 
galvanizing rather than 
the lasting protection 
it should provide 
against moisture and 
air. 

How Thick Is 
Galvanizing ? 

The principal thing 
about galvanizing is the 
thickness of the coat- 
ing. As you can readily 
see, fencing can vary 
widely as to the amount of galvanizing it car- 
ries. It may have a very thin coating or a 
very thick coating. And it is equally obvious 
what difference this would make in it^ life. 

Now it is a fact that some fencing which 
is called "rust-proof" has only the very thin- 
nest covering of galvanizing. There can be

no justification for fencing of this character 
and no manufacturer who has the interests 
of his customers at heart would sell it. 

The majority of manufacturers, however, 
who produce wire fencing that is of average 
good quality, follow the ordinary method in 
galvanizing. That is, they use an amount of 
zinc that runs from 60 
to 90 pounds to the ton 
of wire. In fact, this is 
a fairly liberal amount 
of zinc for ordinary fenc- 
ing. In many cases a 
much smaller amount is 
used. Some makes of 
fencing on the market 
are galvanized with as 
little as 20 to 30 pounds 
of zinc to the ton of wire. 

Twice the Amount of Zinc 
Used for Peerless Fence 

Now the difference 
between ordinary galva- 
nizing and Peerless Old- 
T i m e Extra - Heavy- 
Galvanizing becomes 
apparent when you con- 
sider that approximately 
twice the amount of 
zinc by weight is put 
on Peerless Fence in 
the Peerless galvanizing 
process. 

The superiority of 
Peerless Old-Time Ex- 
tra-Heavy-Galvanizing is 
clearly proven by the 
standard sul- 
phate of copper 
test approved by 
the U. S. Gov- 
ernment experts. 
This fully dem- 
onstrates the 
thickness of gal- 
vanizing and it is 
the fhickness 
that counts. 

Peerless Proc- 
ess Old - Time 
Extra - Heavy- 
Galvanizing i s 
the secret oi* the 
long life of Peer- 
less Fence. It is 
the extra thickness of the coating, uniformly 
applied, that provides absolute protection 
against the weather. Air and moisture simply 
cannot penetrate this galvanizing. That is 
why Peerless Fence stands up bright and new 
for many years while other fencing often be^ 
gins to show rust spots within a year or two.

Why Peerless Gal- 
vanizing Does Not 
Chip Nor Flake 

In addition to the 
extra heavy thick- 
ness of Peerless Proc- 
ess Old-Time Ex- 
tra-Heavy-Galvaniz- 
ing, there are tw^o 
other reasons w^hy it 
is superior. 

The first reason 
has to do vi^ith the 
nature of the steel 
wire used. As point- 
ed out before, Peer- 
less Fence is made 
of Basic Open-Hearth Steel. Now^ one of the 
characteristics of this steel is that it is porous 
to a certain extent, much more so than 
Bessemer or Common Open-Hearth w^ire. 
Therefore, as it is passed through the **gal- 
YSinizing pan" of molten zinc, the zinc pene- 
trates into the fabric of the w^ire, and in this 
w^ay the galvanizing actually becomes part 
of the wire itself. The galvanizing does not 
chip off as often happens when it is applied 
over wire that has no absorptive properties, 
or that has not been properly cleaned and pre- 
pared for the galvanizing bath. 

The second reason why Peerless Process^ 
Old-Time Extra-Heavy-Galvanizing is free 
from the common fault of cracking and peel- 
ing is that the design of Peerless Fence does 
not involve short bends and twists of the 
wire. If you will examine fencing in which 
the common "wrapping" design is used ; that 
is, where the vertical or stay wires are wrap- 
ped around the line wires, you will see that 
the sharp twisting of the wire strains and

stretches the galva- 
nizing at these 
points so that it is 
apt to crack and al- 
low rust to set in. 

Remember then, 
when you are com- 
paring different 
makes of galvanized 
fence, that there is a 
world of difference 
in galvanizing. When 
you get Peerless 
Process Old - Time 
Extra - Heavy Gal - 
vanizing you know 
you are getting the 
finest kind of galva- 
nizing, the extra 
thickness of which 
adds years to the life 
of the fence. It is the 
Old-Time Peerless Galvanizing Process, the 
same used for 25 years, that makes permanent 
customers for Peerless Fence. 

The Peerless Design — Its Many Superior 
Features 

There are a great many points in the 
design of a fence upon which depend its 
strength, its durability, its rust-resisting 
properties, and its serviceability under dif- 
ferent conditions; yet most of these points 
are not apparent to anyone but an expert in 
fence design. 

The only way, therefore, to appreciate the 
advantages of the Peerless design is to con- 
sider briefly some of the more important 
features. 

Advantages of One-Piece Cross Bars 

For one thing, it is important to note that 
the vertical wires or cross bars, of Peerless 
Fence are continuous ; one-piece wires all the 
way from the top of the fence to the bottom. 
Now compare this with fencing whose cross 
bars are made up of short lengths, wrapped 
around the line wires. In this type, a short 
length of wire is wrapped around the bottom 
line wire and the next wire above. Then an- 
other short length is wrapped around this 
second line wire and the next wire above; 
and so on to the top. Each length is sepa- 
rate from the others, so that the vertical 
wires or cross bars are each made up of a 
series of short independent lengths. 

What is the result? Simply this: that 
when the fence is subjected to a strain at 
any point, the joints give; they act jilst like 
hinges. There is no stiffness in the vertical 
wires to distribute the strain evenly through- 
out the fence. Therefore any pressure on 
the fence is concentrated at one point and 
the whole strain falls on the individual wires. 
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Peerless fence, on the other hand, being 
made with one-piece cross bars, takes up any 
strain evenly throughout the fence. It can 
therefore stand a much greater pressure, and 
the danger of breaking is practically elimin- 
ated. 

Line Wires and Cross Bars Equal Size 

Another point about many fences is that 
the vertical wires or 



cross bars are smaller 
in size than the line 
wires. Accordingly 
they carry a lighter 
coat of galvanizing 
and are more apt to 
rust, especially as the 
cross bars are more 
subject to rust than 
the line wires any- 
way, due to the rain 
running down them 
and clinging to them. 

Another thing, the 
cross bars in a 
wrapped stay fence 
are made of soft 
wire. Otherwise they 
could not be 
wrapped around the 
line wires as the 
sharp twisting would 
break a hard steel wire. 

In Peerless Fence the cross bars are the 
same size as the line wires and are made of 
the same quality steel. The additional strength 
is obvious. You won't find rusted and broken 
cross bars in Peerless Fence a few years after 
it has been put up. 

Also the stiffness of the cross bars saves 
at least one-third the number of posts re- 
quired, together with the labor of setting 
these extra posts. 

The Knot Known 
Round the World 

Here is a feature of 
Peerless Fence that 
has so many advan- 
tages that it is years 
ahead of ordinary 
fence design. The 
Peerless Knot is fa- 
mous all over the 
world. Note its con- 
struction in the illus- 
tration. You can see 
how its formation ab- 
solutely prevents slip- 
ping. The cross bars 
and the line wires are held firmly together 
and yet the Knot is open enough to allow 
free circulation of air and consequently quick 




drying after rain. Moisture cannot be held 
by the Peerless Knot as it is in the closely 
twisted wires of wrapped stays. 



The Trouble With Wrapped Wires 
You will always find that wrapped wire 
fences rust first at the joints, where the short 
stay lengths are wrapped around the line 

wires. Another rea-

long, or jack chains, in the same 
manner to the ears of the clamp 
bar ; holding the handle of the 
jack straight up, pass the loose 
end of the jack chains from 
beneath over the ratchet wheels. 
Before commencing to stretch the 
fence make sure that the chain 
is not twisted. Work the levers 
alternately till the fence is fairly 
tight, then examine the fence to 
see that it is coming along true 
and even and that it is not 
caught anywhere; shake the fence 
vigorously so as to distribute 
the strain; then finish stretching, 
putting as much strain on the 
fence as the fence will safely 
stand. Pull with a hand stretcher 
each lateral wire taunt between 
the post and the clamp bar and 
staple firmly to the post, leaving 
enough loose end to go around 
and fasten back on itself.

Each roll of roofing covers 100 square feet of roof. We 
make allowance for lapping, by putting 108 square feet in each 
roll. Inside each roll will be found directions for laying, also 
necessary cement and %-inch nails for fastening the laps. 

Where roofing is to be laid over old shingles, l^-inch nails 
are required and an additional charge of 10 cents per roll is 
made for these \on^ nails. 





To find number of roils of rooling 
required to cover a shed roof as in 
Fig. 1, multiply the length of the 
roof by the length of the rafters. This 
will give you the number of square feet 
to be covered. Divide the number of 
square feet by 100, which will give you 
the number of rolls required. 



To find the number of rolls of roof- 
ing required for a building having a 
plain roof as shown in Fig. 2, multiply 
the length of the roof by length of 
rafters on one side. Multiply by 2, 
which gives you the number of square 
feet of both sides. Divide total num- 
ber of square feet by 100, which will 
give you the number of rolls required. 



To find the number of rolls of 
roofing required for a building 
having a hip roof as shown in 
Fig. 3, multiply length of one 
side by the length of the center 
or longest rafter. Divide by two, 
which will give you the number 
of square feet of one side, mul- 
tiply by the number of sides you 
want to cover to get total num- 
ber of square feet. Divide total 
number of square feet by 100, 
which will give you the number 
of rolls required. It is a good 
plan when figuring your roofing 
requirements to allow a little 
extra, because it's better to have 
a little left over than not to have 
enough. You will always find 
many uses for a few feet that 
you may have left over. 



Helpful Hints on Painting 



FIRST of all, anyone can paint. No par- 
ticular skill is required. If you are in 
doubt about any question, write to us and 
we will be glad to help you with your paint 
problems, if any should arise. 

The amount of trimming color required is 
usually about one-fifth of that required for the 
entire surface. 

Do not paint when a hot sun is shining di- 
rectly on the surface you are painting; start on 
a shady side and follow the sun around. Get 
a good paint brush and brush the paint well 
into the surface, applying with the grain. 

It is better to use three thin coats than two 
heavy coats. Enough time should be allowed 
between coats for the last coat applied to be- 
come thorpughly dry. This generally takes four 
or five days. 

The stirring of paint is extremely important. 
First, get or make a flat paddle from three to 
five inches wide and as much longer than the 
package as necessary to allow for a good hold 
upon it. Then open the package, cutting out the 
entire top if in a can, or removing the entire 
head if in a keg or barrel. Then dip or pour ofif 
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into an empty container, a good quantity of 
liquid from the top of the package containing 
the paint. Go at the paint left in the original 
container, stirring hard from the bottom up 
until no heavy pigment remains in the bottom 
of the package. When all the paint is of uni- 
form consistency, gradually work back into it 
the liquid that was poured ofif the top of the 
package, stirring all the time until the contents 
of the package is in complete suspension. 

If for any reason painting is stopped, cover 
the package tightly and when ready to use 
again, stir thoroughly the same as before.
